AMATEURS RESPOND AT LAFAYETTE FIRE 


On Friday, June 29, 1985 fire broke out 
about 2 pm in the northwestern part of 
Lafayette, scorched considerable grassland 
and woods, and destroyed 4 houses and 
damaged several others on Via Robles, Via 
Media and Via Alta. It was contained about 
6:40 pm. The Red Cross set up an emergency 
shelter in the Lafayette Veterans Building, 
but no one appeared to use it so it was closed 
later in the evening. 

Ron Miller, WB6UGV, was first to respond, 
and operated from the Fire Command Center al 
Via Robles and Delores Drive. Rick Barber 
WB6EZ! was called by Ron as he was heading 
east toward Lafayette on Hwy 24, and worked 


at the Red Cross Shelter at Lafayette 
Veterans Building. Bill Van Voorhis and Vicki 
Zumwalt came from Antioch and Pittsburg to 
Red Cross Diablo Chapter in Concord Bill, 
WA6ZFZ, operated the Red Cross Chapter 
station, Vicki N6KLS accompanied Red Cross 
supply van to Lafayette and assisted at 
veterans Building. Larry Kaye, W6CPO used 
back streets to reach the Fire Command 
Center around 1700 and relieved Ron; Jack 
Campbell, WA6ADW relieved him in turn about 
1830, working with the Red Cross Lafayette 
Mobile unit, and later accompanied the damage 
assesment team into the fire area. George 
Nielson, W6IDW worked with Rick at the 
Veterans Building, and Joe Gregory, WA6DQN 
relieved them in the evening. Don Peattie, 
WB6TEE and Joe canvassed amateurs by 
telephone to locate backup personnel. 

The following amateurs were also standing 
py to assist if called on: Alfred Stone, KBOKZ, 
Les Marks, WB6EEO, Steve Demetrescu, 
WB6MZG, Vern Hajek, K6LG5, Miles Slape, 
W6QEN, Glenn Zumwalt, NOJRK.
